Amendment # 1: -prior to attachment of said nasal mask- has been inserted in the 
last line of step b after "...around the user's head", but before "in a recess in said lower 
portion...". 

Amendment # 2: -and said lower strap continuously extending around the user's 
head.- Has been inserted in the last line of step c after "...said brow bar secured to 
the user's forehead". 



Claim 14: 

-while said lower strap extends around the user's head- has been inserted in 
the last line of step d after "...said lower strap to said lower portion of said nasal mask". 
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Claim 15: 

-while said lower strap extends around the user's head- has been inserted in 
the last line of step d after "...to hold the lower portion against the user's head". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record does not teach or fairly suggest the method of using a nasal mask 
having an upper strap and lower strap wherein the upper strap extends around the brow 
of the user's forehead and the lower strap extends around the user's head continuously 
prior to the attachment of the nasal mask in a recess. Further, the prior art made of 
reference does not teach a method of using the recited nasal mask wherein the removal 
of the nasal mask from the recess retaining the lower strap does not disturb the 
continuity of the lower strap.
